Cincinnati, October 9.—(A)—Be- 
fore the end of another week, George 
Remus, former bootlegger king. whose 


money-mad dash over life’s trails was 
dramatically climaxed last Thursday 
by the slaying of his wife, Imogene, 
may be making his last stand before 
a bar of justice. 

Remus, whose adventurous career 
has made him intimate with jails and 
prisons, is again at the cross roads 
of the courts. One road of ominous 
aspect has at its far end the electric 
chair. Another is the endless trail 
of life imprisonment. While at the 
third, if the court so directs, lies 
freedlom. 

The speedy trial asked by Remus 
will be given, barring unforeseen dif- 
ficulties. A grand jury to be impan- 
eled tomorrow will have the Remus 
case before it probably Tuesday. 

Coroner Fred Swing will conduct 
an inquest over the body of the 
estranged wife whom Remus _ shot 
fatally after trailing her through

British Bishop Says U. S. 
and England Must Love 
Each Other; Savage 
Says Goodbye.

London, October 9.—()—The 
bishop of London, in a sermon heard 
by members of the Americ Legion 
in St. Margaret's church ay, speci- 
fiet a number of questions which he 
declared must be solved in order to 
prevent a misunderstanding between 
the United ~.ates and Great Britain. 
Eliminate hate, he emphasized in an 
outspoken address, the bishop assert- 
ing that he understood American chil- 


dren were being taught’ to hate Great 
Britain. : 

Allanson B. Houghton, American 
ambassador to the court of St. James; 
Commander Savage, of the American 
Legion, and representatives of the 
Legion also attended the 
service, 

“IT am perfectly certain that young | 


country are not taught to love Britain 
as they should.” said the hishop, 
glancing at the Americans. “Indeed, | 
have been assured by young men with 
whom I have conversed that they had 
been taught to hate this country. This 
business must be taken in hand for, 
from the point of view of both coun- 
tries, it is a most serious thing.” 

The bishop said it must be realized 
that Great Britain and the United 
have separate needs—America 
is self-contained and does not want a 
far-flung empire. “This country 
would starve in three weeks if it had 
no other source to look to,” he said. 
He characterized as ridiculous any 
idea anyone here might hold that 
ogg wanted to swallow up Can- 
ada.

The 
story was an exposure of his Ken- 
tucky Drug company, located at Cov- 
ington, through which he withdrew 
100,000 cases of whisky from Ken- 
tucky distilleries. Two weeks later a 
federal citation was issued naming 
Remus as head of the company. 

Mrs. Mable Walker Willebrandt, as- 
sistant United States attorney gen- 
eral, was the woman government of- 
ficial who supervised the collection 
of evidence against Remus for the 
government. “ 

Lastly, there was Mrs. Mary Hub- 
bard, the government star witne 
against Remus. It was evidence stip- 
plied by her to federal officers that 
instigated a raid in 1922 of Death 
Valley farm, near Cincinnati, which 
resulted in the discovery of a large 
eache of whisky allegedly owned by 
Remus. She vig to aid the gov- 
ernment after Qer husband, employed 
hy Remus, died mysteriously 
poisoning. 

Two other women 
ease, but not so prominently — in 
Remus’ adventures. They are a 
daughter by a former marriage, Ra- 
mola Remus, of Chicago, and an 
adopted daughter, Ruth’ Remus, who 
was with her mother at the time of 
the shooting. 

There is much speculation over 
what has become of the millions of 
dlollars Remus said he made by boot- 
legging. Remus asserted that. his wife 
took everything he had and left him 
penniless whiile this charge is con- 
tradicted by Edward Nixon, Mrs. 
Remus’ divorce attorney, and her 
brother, Harold Brown, of Ford, On- 
tario. Dixon claims that Mrs. Remus 
was penniless and that her brother 
said he had been forced to lend her 
money to meet her current ex- 
penditures,

Mast Show Local Needs

Washington, October 9.—(4)—The 
recent warning from the white house 
that President Coolidge tends to 
hold the purse strings .< the govern- 
ment tightly this winter promises to 
spell failure to the many local projects 
brought forward each session by mem- 
bers of congress unless it can be 
shown that their need is imperative. 

From such discloseures as have been 
made on behalf of Mr. Coolidge, it 
appears that only the most urgent 
loval and nat’ nal projects calling 
upon funds from the treasur$ will! 
gain executive approval in order .at 
the largest possible amount of money 
may be available for reduction of the 
national debt and a possible reduction 
of taxation. 

The major needs of the country 
such as that ineurred by the Mis 
sissipp! flood and related projects 
will have a place in ‘the president's 
budget program but experiments and | 


proposals in general wiich need gov- | 
ernment funds will be serutinized with 
the greatest care before white house 
appreval ; given. 

With an estimated surplus in the 
treasury for next year short of what 
it has been in recent years and the 
administration eager to effect a re- 
duction both in the intermediary 
brackets of the personal income tax 
and in the corporation tax, Mr. Cool- 
idge is faced with the necessity of 
watching expenses closely so that in 
addition to a tax cut there may be a 
reduction in the national debt.

mada with 2,000 troops in the state of 
Vera Cruz. 

The new rebel generals and their 
furces are given as General Gove 
Vidaltenario, with 500.men: Génraeral 


Jose Alteman, 600 men, and Geneval] 


Alteman formerly was 
staff of General Gomez when the lat- 
ter was commanding general of the 
Vera Cruz district. 

The same informants state that in 
the state of Mexico, General Antunio 
and Jose Azucaha have revolted at the 
head of 1,500 infantry, cavalry and a 
section of artillery. Both men are 
natives of Toluca, in the state of Mex- 
ico, and their deflection is expected 
to draw with them many of their 
townsmen and friends throughout tie 
state.

Time after time, before and since 
the war between the states, the demo- 
crats have nationally declared “that
